the knowledge: yet this notwithſtanding,fooles & incipient 
perſons , yea and manie that doth thinke themſelues wife 
(the which in this facultie be fooles indeed) will enterprife 
to ſmatter and to meddle to miniſter medicines, and can not 
tell how , When, and at what time the medifine ſhould bee 
miniſtred,bnt who 15 bolder then blind Bayerd, for a Lady, 
agentilewoman, a blind prieſt, a fie on ſuch a one now a 
dates will ptactiſe cither by a blynd booke , cither elſe 
that they haue beene in the companie of ſome doRour of 
Phiſicke, or elſe hauing an Author of Pluſicke, or Author, 
and will miniſter after them ; and can not tell what the aue- 
tour ment in his minittration. The philoſopher ſaith, wh 
the Philoſopher doth make an end, the Phiſicion goth be- 
gin, where {hall he or the begin that can but write & reade, 
and doth vnderftand lutle learning or none. O Lord hat a 
great detiiment is this to the noble Science of pluſicke, that 
xnoraunt perfons will enterpriſe to meddle with the nite

niftration of phiſick;that Galen, prince of phiſicions in his 
Terapenticke doth reprehẽd & diſproue, ſaying. If phificiss 
had nothing to doe with Aſtronomy, Geomatry, Logicke, & 
other ſcierices, Cohlers, Curriars of lether, Carpenters and 
Smithes, & al ſuch maner of people would leaue their craf es, 
and be phiſicions, as it appereth now a daies that many cqb- 
lers be, fic on ſuch ones, wh -Galen reprehended 
Teſſalus for his ignorance: for Teſſalus ſmattered and med- 
led with phiſicke, and yet he knew not what he did, as man 
doth now a daies, the which 1 may accompt Teſſalus foliſh 
diſciples, Auenzoar faith , euerie phificion ought to know 
firſt learning, & then practiſe, that is to ſay, firſt to haue Gri- 
mer to vnderſtand hat he doth rede in latin. Then to haue 
logick to dicuſſe or diffine by argumentation the truth from 
the falſehode, and ſo econuerſo. And then to haue a rethorick 
or an eloquent tongue, the which ſhould be placable to the 
hearerg of his words, And alſo to haue geomatry, to ponder 
and waic thedregs or porcions the which tto be mi- 
niftred, Arithmetick is neceſſarie to be had concerning nu- 
meration: but a boue all things next to Grammer, a phiſiciõ 
mult haue ſurelie his Aſtronomy, to know, how, When, and 
at what time euerie medicine ought to be miniſtred , and 
then finallie to know natural hiloſophy, the which cõſiſt- 
eth in the knowledge of naturſ things. And all theſe things 
had, then is a man apt to ſtudie phiſick by ſpeculation. And 
ſpeculatiõ obteined, tien boldlie a mi may practiſe phiſick. 
And whoſocuer he or ſhee be that will practiſe phiſicke in 


miniſtring medicines , not hauing theſe aforeſaid ſciences, 


ſhal kill many more then he ſhall ſaue,for & any ſuch blinde 
hiſicion helpe or heale one perſon, the perſon ſo healed is 
healed more by chance then by any cuning, euen like as the 
blind man doth caſt his ſtaffe,peraduenture he hit the thing 
that he doth caſt at, peraduenture not hit it, wherfore I do 
aduertiſe euetie man and woman, of what degree or eſtate 
ſoeuer they be, lacling the ſpeculation of phiſick, to beware 
to miniſter mediciens although they talce nothing for their 
labour, nor for the medicines, fot if they haue not adoQourts 
. learnmg 
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learning and alſo knowing their ſimples how they ſhall c8- 
pound them, and what operation they be of, and how, and 
whan, & at what time they ſhould be miniſtred, ſuch igno- 
rant perſons may doe great harme, although they doe tlunlc 
noYFuil, and let them think and make the beſt they can, yet 
forſtheir preſumption they ſhall offend both man. 
I Here be ſome blind pluſicions that will excuſe themſelues 
ſaying, that they doe folow their booke or golces, nay, ray 
it is not ſo, for they doe folow their ſohſh preſumptuous 
minde , for if doctours of phiſicł ſhould at al times folow 
their boolces, they ſhould doe more harme then good. And 
ſome blind phiſicions will fay,I was greg och a doctor 
to practiſe this thing and that thing, ſuch practiſing duth 
kill manie men that might liue many yeeres, Wheretore to 
cunclude, I aduertiſe al marcious philicions to beware here · 
after in the miniſtration of interial medicines, for they doe 
not onelie offend god and their neighbour, but alſo they of- 
fend the kings actes and lawes the which willeth and com- 
mauuderh with great penaltic that no man_ ſhould enter- 
priſe to medle with phiſick, but they which be learned and 
admitted,aszt doth appere more largelier in the Introduction 
of knowledge deſiring all maner of Phiſicions to be con- 
tented & to practiſe them with this my writing, for 
in this matter I haue now diſcharged my 
conſciẽte in ſhewing the truth as god 
knoweth, who ſend al manet of 
phiſicions a true knowledge 
in phiſic k, that they the 
which be ſick & diſea- 
ſed, may haue a re- 
medie,

Allo they mul haue a god epe and a ſfedfaft hand,fo3 
chierurgerie taketh the name of two woꝛdes of Greeke,of 
Chier , which is an hand, and of Ergaſomei , which is 
operation, Which is to ſay , operation oz wozking with 
the hand,foz Chierurger ie cofiſteth in wozking medicienes 
and other neceſſarie things concerning the ſcience with 
the hand . Aliſa Chierurgions ought to be wile , gentil, 
ſober , circumpect and learned , and nof dzanken z and fo 
pꝛomiſe no moze then they be able to perfogurme with gods 
helpe, and not ta be boiſterous about his pacients , but lo⸗ 
uingly to comfozt them. 

Alſo euerie Chierurgion ought to know the complerion 
of. his patient, and to conſider the age, the weakeneſle, 
and krenth and diliccently to conſider if the ſicknes , ſoze, 
oz impediment,be perticuler by himſelfe:o2 elſe that it haue 
any other infirmitie concurrant with it: oz els that the 
ſicknes inthe exterial partes haue ante fzding from the in⸗ 
teriall partes, and that they be circuniſpec in inciſtons and 
Scarifications and Flebethomp, and ſure in Anothomy, 
and in no wiſe to let blud in anie perticular place , there 
where the ſigne hath anie dominion. 

Furthermoze chierurgions muſt be circumſpec in ſer⸗ 
ching greens wounds that be feltered and filtiled , and that 


ther 
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they clenſe and ſconre the wounds from all cozruption,and 
that they heale not the wounds to quickly, making the 
wound whole aboue, and falſe vnderneth. And in any wile 


and 5 be ſure in ſerching of the deepnes of wounds 


any fiſtules, and accoꝛding to the deepnes to make the ten⸗ 
tes, Mozeouer Chierurg ions mult know the opoſicion and 
theoniunction of the Pone,and in what ſigne the Pong 
is in cucrie day „ and to know what ſignes be attractine, 
what ſignes be recentiue, what fignes bee expulcine , and 
what ſignes be digeſtiue. Allo they muſt konw the opcras 
cion of all maner of bzeades , of dzinkes , and of meates. 
And to haue euer in a redines their inſtruments and their 
ſalues ,and their ointments, and in periculus cauſes one 
Chierur gion ought to conſult with an other, # fo haue the 


Do aduertiſe euerie ſicke man, and al other 
n the which hath any infirmytie,ficknes, 


. death and paſſion, and to call to his remem⸗ 
bzance , what paine, what aduerütie ;x wat penurie, and 
pouert ie Chꝛiſt did ſuffer foꝛ vs. And he Þ can thus pacifie 
bunlelfe, and ferle his owne paine in Chziſtes paſſion,ſhall 
mittigate his paines and anguich, be it neuer ſo great. And 
therefoze let euerie ſicke perſon ſtick as faſt to Chꝛiſt in his 
paines and ſicknes, as Chziſt did ſtick faſt to the Crofſe 
foz our ſinnes and redempcion, And then if the patient wil 
haue any counſel in phiſicke : firlt let him tall to him his 
ſpirituall phiſicion, which is his Gholtlie father, and let him 
make his concience cleane, that he be in perfect loue + cha- 
ritte,t it he haue done anie wzong let him make reſtitution 
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if he can, and it he be in debt, let him denke to it, & make a 
fozmal will v2 teſtament, ſetting euerie thing in a dew oz⸗ 
der foz che wealth ok his ſoule; wife men be ſure of their 
teſtaments making mar ie Pires befozc they die, and doth 
renew it once a preere as (hep increaſe oz decreaſe in ads 
o: fabffance.Al theſe afozeſaive things ghoſtly and gydly 
pꝛouided fo2 the ſoule, then let the pacient pꝛouide foz bis 
bodie, and take councel of (ome expert phiſicion, how and in 
What wife the vodie may be retouered of his infirmitie, & 
than to commit his bodie to the induffrie of his phiſicion, 
and at all times redie to folow the will , mynde, and coun⸗ 
fell of his phiſtcion, foꝛ whoſocuer wil do þ contrarp, Saint 

Auguſtine fatth,Seipfum in terimit qui precepta medici ob- 
ſcrhare non vult that is to lay . doth kill bunſcife 
that doth not obſerue the commandement of his phiſicion, 

After all thts , marke this matter well , that if there 
be ante Phyſicion oz Chirurgion , which is with anye 
ſicke man, Womatroz childe, det no man diſquiet them 
that be in the houſe; noz fell them What they lhouid doe, 
let euerie perſon be tendable about ens doe as they 
ſhall Commannd them, 

Am let euerie mam in the houſe pleaſe aria 
ficion 02 Chirurgion horteftiie, and eons 
to the ende, that they may be the moꝛe deligent Sy 
thing that they noe aboute: which is fo recoucr the ficke 
perton, foꝛ and if the Phiſition 02 the Chirurgion be check⸗ 
ed, aud not gentlie intreted, and haue no moze then they da 
command , it will diſcourage them ſo much, that they wil 
haue no top noz'pfeaſure to doe their care. J had rather not 
to meddle with phiftciong and chirurgtons „then to haue 
them, ik J ſyould difptefe them;fo2 if they be dilpleled, ther 
is neither Loꝛd noz Ladie, no no other perſon can haue 

any ſeruice 62 pleaſure of them, fo2 this matter loke 

further in the Introduction of knowledge , and 
there ſhall por fee what is god both fo 
the Soule and body in God.

the readers of this booke. 


Entle Readers, I haue taken ſome paine in 
making this booke ; to doe ſicke men plea- 
{ fure, and whole menprefyt;that ſicke men 


chirtirger 
tile aouts or doctours of phificke , in their bokes , dot. 
write many obſcute termes, geuing alſo to many and di- 
uers infirmities,, datke and hard names, difficile to vader - 
ſtand, ſome and moſt of all being Greeke wordes , ſome & 
fewe being Araby wordes; ſome being latin words, and ſome 
being barbars Won , 1 herefore I haue tranſlated al ſuch 
obſcure words & uames into Engliſh,that euerie man openly 
and apartly may vaderſtand them. 

Furtheremore all the aforeſaide names of the ſaide in- 
firmities be ſet together in order, according to the letters 
of the. Alphabete , or the A. B. C. So that as manie names 
aydothe begine with A. be ſet together and ſo forth, all - 
other letters as they be in order , Alſo there is no ſickenes 
in man or woman, the which may be from the crowne 
of che heade to the ſoole of the foote , but you ſhallfynde 
it in this booke, aſwell the ſickneſle the Which doth per- 
tayne to chirurgerie as to phiſicke, and what the fickneſſe 
i and how it doeth come, and medicines for the ſelfe 
ſime, And for as much as euerie man now adaies,is deſirous 
to teede briefe and compendious matters. I therfore in 
this matter pretende to ſatiſtie mens mindes as much as 1 
can , naming this booke according to the matter , which 
is. The Breuiarie of health:& here that I am very biicte in 
ſhewing briefe medecines for one ſicknes . I doe it for two 
caules, the firſt cauſe is, that the, Archane ſcience of For 
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ſhould not be manyfeſt and open, for then the eximious 
ſcience ſhould fall into great detrement , and doctours the 
which hath ſtudied the facultic ſhould not be regarded ſo 
well as they are. Secondarilie if I ſhould write all my. 
mynde , euerie bongler would practiſe phiſicke ypon m 
boouke,wherefore I doe omit and leaue out manic things re- 
linquiſhing that I haue omitted to doctours of high iudge- 
ment, of whom I ſhall be ſhent for part of theſe things 
that I haue written in this booke ; how be it in tihs matter 
I doe ſet God before mine eyes and chatitic , conſidetin 
that I doe write this booke common we'th , as — 

knoweth my preten ce, not onelie in making this boake, I 

but al other bookes that I haue made, that 1 did neuer 
looke for no reward, neither of Lord, nor of 
Prynter, nor of no man living , nor I 
had neuer no reward, nor I will neuer 
haue none as long as I doe ue, 
god helping me,whoſe perpes ..

not take it a waie from vs. Now we hauing this fre wil. 
iuers times we doe not occupie it to the will of god as it 

ppereth both foz ſoule and bodie , we do kill our ſoules 
gs much as doth lye in vs, when that we doe bzeake anie 
of his commandements,02 do ſinne deadlie, ſoꝛ that matter 
he hath pꝛouided a ſpirituall medicine, which is repftaiice x 
amẽdemẽt of life. Aiſo we do kill our bodies as mach as ly⸗ 
eth in vs(ercept that a man doe kill himſelfe wilfullic)as 
many daily doth (contrarie to gods will)as well the one 
as the other, when a man doth a bzeuiate his life by ſurke⸗ 
ting, by dzonkenneſſe , by pencifulneſſe , by thought and 
care, by taking the pockes with women, and lepzouſnes, 
and manie other infections ſickneſſes, beſide robbing, ftgh- 
ting, killing, and manie other miſchances , which is not 
gods will that luch thinges ſhould be done, but God 
knowing at the beginning of the creation of the woꝛld, that 
man would be pꝛone manie waies to a bzeuiate his life, 
made them pꝛouiſion that man might be holpen, by his 
grace,and then the vertue the which he did giue to herbes,

continew in rubing and ſcouring , and than the harnis wil 
be bzight , ſo in like maner a ſicke man can not be made 
whole of his malady oz ſicknes the firlt date, but he muſt c6- 
tinue with his mediciens,

CThe firſt Chapiter doth treate vpon abſtinence, ' 


- Bſtinencia is the Latin wozd , In Greke it is Abl 
| named Apochi. Jn Engliſh it is named abſtinence, nence 


oz faſting , oz fozbearing of meates and dꝛinkes. 
There be manie maner of faſlings. The firſt faſting 
is not to eate either meate oz dzink, And this faſting ought 
to be vſed after repleation , oz ſurfeting foz a time. The ſe⸗ 
cond abffinfce is to eate one meale a dap, oz elſe twiſe a day, 
t this is not pꝛoperly Ablkinece, but it may be called Tfpe- 
rance . The third abſtinence is inuoluntarp, ſoꝛ manie men 
would eate meate if they had it,. therfoze noles volens, they 
do abſteine. The. tiii.abſtinece, is when a man fo2 denocion, 
oz by comaundement of the church doth abſteine from fleſh, 
keping one meale a day, which is laudable.Yow be it to be 
long faſfing,oz faſting to much .it dꝛyeth and macerateth the 
body,it maketh the colour ſalow,it doth ingender melantoly 
bumours, e it doth hurt the ſight, x it clarifieth þ body. This 
notwithſtading. abſtinence is the moſt perfecteſt medicine 5 
can be after repletion o2 ſurfet.And then if it be moderate, it 
doth conſume ſuperflaities,x in conſuming them, it doth cla- 
rify þ humour & lo edſequently it maketh p bodie faire colou 


red, not only kepethout ſicknes,but alſo where ſicknes is 


entered nothing moze helpeth,vſed at the begining of þ ſick- 
nes: wherfoze abſtinence moderately vſed,is of a high effica- 
citie foz the ſaue tie of mans body, And ther is not ſo great a 
detriment to mans bodie,as is replecion oz ſurfeting. 

And wholoeuer he be that vſeth not temperance in cat- 
ing and dzinking.lineth a beaſtly life. And man hauing wit 
and reaſon to gouerne himſelfe, ſhould kepe a due oꝛder in 
eating & dzinking,foz ſauegard of his ſoule and bodie.
